One of the problems to be solved by the 
present application is that of providing an 
integrated method for producing apodinitrile 
by double hydrocyanat ion of 1, 3-butadiene 
that enables the catalyst cycles of the two 
hydrocyanations to be connected during the 
production of adipodinitr ile . The solution is 
the method according to claim 1, in 
particular steps (b) , (c) , and (e) , and the 
indication that the catalyst from at least 
one step is transferred to ther other method 
step . 

Although the prior art describes 
hydrocyanation methods, it never describes a 
method with all of the technical features of 
claim 1. The advantage of the method is that 
the same Ni (O) catalyst can be used in all of 
the method steps (with the addition of Lewis 
acid in the second hydrocyanation step) , and 
the cataylst can be transferred to the other 
method step, even from method step (e) back 
to step (a) . The cited prior art contains 
nothing relating to this procedure that could 
have led a person skilled in the art to the 
present method. Therefore the method 
according to claim 1 meets the requirements 
of PCt Article 33(3) .
